The m atter of 
merging the three 
Lutheran Seminaries nows located 
at 
(gettysburg, 
Mt. 
Airy ami 
Selins­ 
grove, were brought up at the an­ 
nual meeting of the Board of Di­ 
rectors of the Seminary here, Thurs­ 
day and after discussion was turned 
down flatly, not being favored at all 
by the members of the Board. 
It 
was pointed out that this merger, 
which has been under consideration 
for some time, since the forming of 
the 
United 
Lutheran 
Church 
in 
America, had been talked of at an 
inopportune time, as the local insti­ 
tution is now making plans for its 
centennial celebration in 1926. 
A fine spirit of harmony prevailed 
at the meetings, which were largely 
attended, thirty four of the 
forty 
six members of the Board, who are 
chosen from 
the 
eight supporting 
Synods, being in attendance. 
The 
reorganization of the Board was af­ 
fected with the reelection of all the 
officers, who 
are: 
president, Rev. 
Marion J . Kline, D. D ., of Altoona; 
vice president, 
Rev. John Wagner, 
I). D., Hazelton; secretary, H. 
C. 
Picking, E sq., 
Gettysburg; 
treas­ 
urer, the Citizens’ 
Trust Company, 
G ettysburg. 
The annual report of the treasurer 
showed the institution in a flourish­ 
ing condition, financially, and that 
$18,000 had been added to the en­ 
dowment fund during the past year. 
Reports of the president and faculty 
of the Seminary proved quite inter­ 
esting . 


The Adams County Farm Bureau 
and R. C. Walton of the Arendtsville 
Laboratory give the following infor­ 
mation regarding apple scab, after a 
very careful survey of a number of 
orchards. 


An examination of various orchards 
has revealed the fact that apple scab 
is going to be a serious enemy for 
the fruit grower to combat this year. 
Scab was first noticed in the county 
on May 5, on the early leaves. 
Since 
then it has spread rapidly, and in 
orchards of susceptible varieties, it is 
very abundant, not only on the foli­ 
age but also on the fruit and fruit 
stems. 
This is a serious 
matter 
because a 
large percentage 
of the 
fruit which has scab on the stem 
will drop. 
It is believed that the 
freeze, and lack of pollination is not 
responsible for all of the drop oc- 
curing at this time and that a high 
percentage of the drop fruit is 
due 
to scab infection on the fruit stems. 
Staymen Winesap orchard^ examin­ 
ed 
lately show that approximately 
40 per cent of the fallen blossom have 
scab on the stem. 
Much of this fall 
is 
undoubtedly due to the disease. 
Even York Imperial trees which are 
more or less resistant to scab are 
heavily infected in some localities, not 
only on th* fruit which has dropped, 
but on that which remains on the 
trees. 


Unsprayed Staymen Winesap trees 
show as high as 97 per cent scab in­ 
fection on the fruit and fruit stems. 
In a previous article inserted in the 
“Times,” the importance of spraying 
thoroughly to protect, the fruit stems, 
especially at the limo of the “Pink” 
arui “Petal Fail” applications, 
was 
emphasized. 
Those 
growers 
who 
succeeded in doing this before .scab 
infection took place should not be 
bothered with the disease. 
This information is not given for the 
purposing of causing alarm to the 
fruit growers, but rather to notify 
them of the scab epidemic which is 
coming in order that they may continue 
with their spraying operations and 
protect: the fruit that is not already 
infected. 
Many growers do not spray 
after the “ Petal Fall” application, but 
those who stop at that this year run 
the risk of heavy loss to the fruit.

Theological Seminary, 
held Thursday 
evening in 
Christ Lutheran 
church.

Wentz took 
his text from 
St. 
Matthew, tenth chapter and seventh 
verse “As ye 
go, preach, saying the 
kingdom of Heaven is at h an d .” 
The 
theme used by the 
speaker was “The 
Call to Prophecy.” 
Headed by 
Dr. J . A. 
Singmaster 
ami the Rev. Dr. M. J . Kline, presi­ 
dent of the Board of Directors and fac­ 
ulty of the Seminary, the fifteen grad­ 
uates entered the church 
auditorium 
and occupier! seats in the front of the 
edifice, 
as Mrs. 
S. F. Snyder, 
the 
church organist, played the procession­ 
al. The opening service was in charge 
of President Singmaster and the pray­ 
er was offerer!

The

In his opening remarks, Dr. Wentz 
stated that in the days of Samuel and I 
Elijah, schools of prophets had been 
formed to 
meet special 
emergencies 
and since that time in various periods 
of the world’s history, God has called 
a man or groups of men to preach the 
Word in periods of great 
moment. 
There are few periods, the speaker de­ 
clared, in all the history of this world, 
when the need of prophets is more ur­ 
gent than at the present time. 
The 
world is now at the cross roads, when 
a decision may be reached within the 
next few years or possibly within the* 
next few months, which way it shall 
go. 
The governments 
of the 
world 
stand at the parting with great possi­ 
bilities at hand, since the World War, 
there has been a chilling reaction.

Genoa, May 19—The Genoa Eco­ 
nomic Conference, one of the great­ 
est gatherings in European history, 
which brought; herd representatives 
of 34 nations, adjourned at 1:15 today 
after six weeks of momentous de­ 
liberation. 
Its labors will be begun 
anew at the Hague on June 15. 
The conference adopted th^ report 
of the economic commission 
which 
contained recommendations for 
the 
economic reorganization of Europe; 
adopted resolutions on arrangements 
at the Hague and confirmer! the prop­ 
ositions of 
Prime Minister 
Lloyd 
George 
which 
although provisional 
in their nature, it is hoped 
will be 
followed with a permanent European 
peace pact. 
The keynote of all the remarks at 
the final session was one of friend­ 
ship and an earnest desire to help 
Russia. 
Lloyd George pointed out 
to the Russian Soviet representatives 
the unfortunate opinion their famous 
memorandum had had on the world 
and told them that if they wished 
to succeed at the Hague they 
had 
better relinquish their eloquent pre­ 
sentation of the doctrine of the re­ 
pudiation of debts. 
“Such a course is unwise, when one 
wants to borrow money,” the British 
Prime Minister remarked. 


“The Christian 
religion is doing 
more to wipe out the caste system 
in India than,any other single agency 
at work there,” declared Miss Helen

country over five years, in an address 
before the Adams county convention 
of the Lutheran Missionary Societies 
in St. Paul’s Lutheran church, Lit­ 
tlestown, Thursday evening.

If you have ever 
stopped to investigate the matter you 
have discovered that the lowest taxes 
are found iu the most prosperous com­ 
munities. 
And there's a reason. 
The prosperous community has the 
lowest taxes because there is a large 
amount of wealth in the community 
against which the taxes may be as­ 
sessed. 
There are prosperous mer­ 
chants with large stocks of goods up­ 
on which taxes are levied. 
Property 
values are high and there are thriving 
industries which pay a large propor­ 
tion of tho taxes. 
Tho higher tho property values and 
the greater the wealth of the commu­ 
nity the lower are the tax levies, for a 
lower tax on each hundred dollars of 
valuation Is required to produce the 
necessary revenue for the administra­ 
tion of the city and county govern­ 
ments.
